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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

"Method of repairing liquid crystal display through application of opaque material to 
defect pixel electrode." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-1 5 and 1 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 5-15 and 17 there is no prior art of record that teaches a method for repairing a 
liquid crystal display comprising providing a TFT substrate of an LCD a defective pixel 
electrode, providing an applicator with an opaque material, positioning the applicator on 
the defective pixel electrode and moving the applicator for getting in contact with the 
defective pixel electrode such that the opaque material is applied to be in contact with 
the defective pixel electrode. 

Imura, Saruta, and Nakai all made of record teach repair methods of applying 
opaque materials to the color filter substrate on the viewing side and not the array 
substrate. The process involves a similar tank and opaque material however this 
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treatment occurs following the joining of the two substrates rather than applying the 
opaque material prior to joining of the substrates of the current invention.
